“I don’t understand this market 
situation,’’ Mr, Sloan said. ‘‘I cannot 
see any logical reason for any such | 
action as has eccurred with present 
market values. Business is sound. 
Certainly it has been so with. Gen- 
eral Motors. Our earnings for the | 
last quarter of this year will be/| 
greater than the corresponding term | 
of last year, although I do not think 
the grand total for 1929 will equal 
that for 1928. The resuft will be sat- 
isfactory to our stockholders. 

“As for our business abroad, I am 
a bigger bull than ever. Our Opel 
plant near Frankfort, Germany, is 
now producing 50,000 cars a year, 
and redicted before a group of 
automobile dealers and bankers there 
recently that I would be disappointed 
if in five years we would not he pro- 
ducing 200,000 cars a year in that 
factory. 

“Frankly, the automobile business 
in Europe is good. I apeek particu- 
larly of the business in Germany, and 
the outlook in other countries on the 
Continent and in England ‘is bright 
over a long period. I look forward 
with confidence to what General | 
Motors will accomplish next year. 

‘Any change in the public attitude 
toward industrial stocks and shares 
will. affect the automobile business 
less than any other industry because 
the motor car is so generally recog- 
nized as a business necessity.

The calling of 
four juries was thus avoided and the 
time of two justices for two days was 
saved, it was explained. 

The conciliation plan represents 
‘‘a new step in judicial procedure in 
this country,” Justice Lauer said 
yesterday. Its purpose, according to 
‘Justice Leary, is to dispose of cases 
more speedily than it is possible by 
jury trials and thus to avoid con- 
gestion on the court calendar,

| One of the manifold problems con- 
‘nected with aviation with which the 
|'Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the 
|Promotion of Aeronautics has con- 
'eerned itself is air-sickness. The 
,fund, which has fostered studies of 
ithe subject in the United States, 
| Great Britain, Germany and Italy, 
issued yesterday a bulletin summariz- 
ing the results of the studies to date. 
|The problem is characterized by 
| Harry F. Guggenheim, president of 
| the fund, as ‘‘a minor but difficult 
' problem in passenger travel and one 
| which, as yet, has not been entirely 
solved.’’ 


| A solution, the bulletin states 
; would in all likelihood greatly in- 
| crease the traffic by airplane. 

| “It is apparent that air-sickness is 
;not only much less prevalent than sea- 
sickness,’’ the bulletin says, ‘‘but is 
much more easily prevented or ameli- 
orated by comparatively simple 


methods. Such statistics as are avail. | 


able indicate that only about five per 
cent of the passengers in air trans- 
portation are subject to air-sickness. 
‘In general, the difficulty is de- 
rived from two. causes—one psycho-

“Why certain individuals show such 
| Susceptibility remains wholly unex- 
| plained. There is no reason for believ- 
ling position in an airplane is espe- 
| cially provocative of headache, dizzi- 
| ness or nausea. In fact, it is less like- 
{ly to provoke this symptomatology 
|than is travel by sea. Happily, most 
| individuals who become fearful, dizzy 
|and nauseated on the edge of a high 
| building, top of a tower or verge of 
|a precipice experience no insecuritv 
|or discomfort in an airplane. The 
| reason for this is that the ranid mo- 
‘tion far removed from the broadly 
i sketched map-like earth offers no 
| downward perspective for altitude 
, comparison.”’

Mr. Sykes | 
agreed to permit Mr. Aylesworth to | 
submit a plan for the regulation of 
the networks for consideration by the 
commission. :

Between 75 and 100 
persons later died from the sale of 
the alcohol, which was distributed by 
Lizenziata from Chicopee Falls, 
Mass.

“After a stock Market breakdown 
of unparalleled violence and scope, | 
the major consideration now centres | 
,in the probable effect upon the fu- | 


ture of general business,’’ Dun’s re-| 
view says. ‘‘Sufficient time has not 
yet elapsed for the influence of the | 
| speculative upheaval to be fully dis-| 
closed, but the inherent soundness of | 
the commercial situation, its resis- | 
tance to severe shock, has been im-|

the District of Columbia Supreme | 


Court. 

Justice Siddons refused to issue an 
order against Attorney General | 
Mitchell, United States Attorney | 
Rover and United States Marshal | 
Snyder, to compel service of process 
in a suit brought against the Repub- | 
lic of Turkey by Vahan Cardashiapn, | 
New York City attorney. Cardashian 
asserted that the Turkish Govern- | 
ment owed him $20,000 with interest 
from 1914, for legal services in this 
country. 

Snyder refused to make service on 
the Turkish Ambassador and sought 
the advice of Mr. Rover. After con- 
sultation with the State Department 
and the Devartment of Justice, Mr. 
Rover inctrueted the marshal that 
the Ambassador is immune from ser- 
vice. Cardashian then filed a suit 
in mandamus against the three offi- 
clals. 

Justice Siddons said in his ruling: 

“That a sovereignty may not be 
sued without its consent is settled 
law in the United States, and the | 
principle has been applied in at- 
tempted suits against both State and 


| United States Governments.”’
